EIGHT INCHES OF RAIN. 


The Damage Done by Hizh Water in 
the Mississippi Valley. 

Memphis, March 20.—The dumage to prop 
erty in the Mississippi valley by storms ana 
floods during the pust forty-vight hours is 
beyond calculation. Bridges have been wash- 
ed away, houses wrecked vailroad tracks 
displaced, farm lana has been flattened out, 
especially in the bottoms, and crops have 
been delayed, where before every prospect 
for an early and highly favorable season 
for farmers and planters was anticipated. 
During the two days the precipitation at 
Memphis reached about eight inches. ‘There 
are elt ver railroads entering Memphis, ana 
every one of them has been subjected to 
Washouts. Two miles of the track of the 
Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwestern railroad 
WAS Swept away at the Hatchie river, sev- 
én miles north of Memphis. The St. Louis 
and Southwestern and the Tennessee Mid- 
land, each reports five washouts, while the 
tracks of the former are submerged for sev- 
eral miles in White river swamp. 

The storm in Arkansas was necompanied 
by high winds and more damage was dcne 
in that statc than in Tennessee. A dispatch 
rom Helena, Ark., says that a cyclone 
Struck that place about sunset last night. 
unroofing houses, uprooting trees, blowing 
down fences _ splintering telephone’ poles 
and doing otner damage. The roofs were 
blown off two stores. 

The front of the building occupied by Zei- 
lig’s Emporium, dry goods; the Ridge City 
Ciub and the Lotus Club were @emolished. 
Two of Zeilig’s employes escaped death al- 
most by a miracle. 


The Presbyterian church sustained slight - 


damage from flying timbers. 

Scores of trees were uprooted, and innu- 
merable fences were blown down. 

A row of negro shanties, located on the 
levee near the Mississippi Valley depot was 
completely demolished. Great excitement 
prevailed among business men who were cut 
off from their homes by the fury of the 
storm. So far us ean ne jearned there was 
no loss of life in the city. 

The country a few miles south of Helena 
Was greatly damaged as the storm seemed 
to have been more furious down the river 
than in the city. 

A dispatch from Chattanooga, Tenn., says 
the tail of a cyclone struck that place this 
afternoon and wrecked a number of bu'ld- 
ings. The wind was followed by a terrific 
rain and hail storm which flooded the 
Streets and and smashed windows and sky- 
lights. I the Wicinity of Poplar Grove 
and Marvel, Ark., the cyclone wrecked a 
dozen or more farmhouses. d 


THE STORM IN LOUISIANA. 


No Lives Reported Lew: but Great 

Damage to Property. 

Orleans, La., March 20.—A very 
prevailed tthroughout the 
southern portion of the state last night, 
and in ‘the vicinity of New Orleans. <Ad.- 
vices from the country today are to the effect 
that no sérious damage was done, and no 
lives are teported lost. The big Texas and 
Pacific e.evators at Westego was struck 
by the storm at 3 o’clock this morning and 
badly damaged. The conveyors and vyal- 
uable machinery were wrecked. The loss is 
$20, 000. 

Monroe, La., March 20.—A strong wind, 
coming from the northwest, yesterday even- 
ing, blew down a number of dwellings and 
Stores in this city. No lives were lost, but 
several seriously injured. 

Purvis, Miss., March 20.—At5o0’clock a. m.. 
a destructive storm passed through this 
Section, and, although a great deal of 
timber was leveled, and the roads ob- 
structed by fallen trees, only a few houses 
were wrecked, and no lives have yet been 
reported lost.

WHIPPED TO DEATH. 


A Midnight Outrage in Abbeville 
County—Two Men in Jail. 
Abbeville, S. C.. Marck 20.—(Special.)— 
Sam Ashley and Henry Ashicy were com: 
mitted to jail here today charged with the 
murder of William Dennis Hutchinson on 
March Iii7th. Richard McClain and Sam 
Bigby are charged with being accessory 
thereto. The coroner’s jury r2ndered a 
verdict to that effect. It seems from the 
evidence that they went to Peter Ricket’s 
house, where Hutchinson was spending the 
night, and took him out on the pretext that 
they had a warrant: for him and were 
going to carry him to jail. After taking 
him out he was severely whipped. He was 
found with his neck broken apparently by 
a blow frum a stick or a club. The place 
of the homicide is in a remote section of 
the county and the news only reached 
here when the partics were committed to

Dloody Times Again Between the Hat- 
fields and McCoys. 

Parkersburg, Va., Murch 20---Logan cour- 
ty citizens who arrived here this morning, 
state that the Hatfield-McCoy feuds, which 
terrorized that vicinity a few years ago, 
has broken out afresh, with indications of 
bloody times ahead. The renewal of the 
trouble was brought about by a. visit of 
Frank Phelps, of Kentucky, leacer of the 
McCoy factions in the old feuds, to Peters 
Creek, and learned while there that Bob 
Hatfield, son of old Anse, lived ir. the neigh- 
borhood. Phelps’ was shot in the shoulder 
duting the former fights and ziways claim- 
ed that Bob did the shooting. Last week 
Phelps !aid in ambush, armed with a Win- 
chester, and as Bob came along, shot him 
dead.

REPORTED AT LAST. 


The Finance Committee Finally Turns 
the Tariff Bill Loose, 


DICTATED BY THE TRUST HARPIES 


| 
These Ravenous Creatures Have 
Torr the Body of It to Pieces. 


SUGAR SHARKS FILL THEIR MAW 


Whisky Speculators Hope to Hold All 
They Have and Get More—The Tar- 
iff Debate Will Run on Until May.

‘Washington, March 20.—(Special.)—The 

tariff bill was reported to the seuate today 
and Mr. Voorhees gave notice that he would 
call it up for debate on Monday week. Un- 
fortunately it is a surrender to the trusts 
in several particulars, but the democratic 
margin in the senate is so small that the 
committee found it unecessary to make these 
surrenders to get the bill through. There 
is an understanding among the democrats 
that the bill shall be put through the 
senate in its present shape by a solid 
party vote. What amendments are to be 
made will be made in the conference 
committee. 

The bill will not be taken up for debate 
by the senate until April 2d. That means 
the senate will not vote upon it before 
the middle of May or the Ist of . June. 
Every senator must have an opportunity | 
to make a long-winded speech on it, though 
every one of them has talked tariff for 
years. They want to make speeches for 
their own benefit before their constituents, 

When the senate finally vctes it will 
almost surely pass the bill practically in 
the shape the committe: reports it. The 
senate will vote some protection to all the 
trusts. There are just enough democratic 
senators connected with the trusts in one 
way or anothe> to demand and get protec- 
tion for them. It is necessary to have a 
united democratic.party to pass the tar- | 
iff bill, and as the trust senators threaten- 
ed to vote against the bill unless it was 
arranged to suit them, the great mass 
ef democratic senators have been forced 
to submit to the dictation of a few. 

The majority of the democrats, however, 
are looking for material changes to be 
made in the bill in conference. They be- 
lieve the house conferees will assist upon 
placing sugar, coal and iron back upon 
the rree list. Certainly they believe the 
house will vote againsi the sugar schedule 
in the bill which taxes the American peo- 
ple for the benefit of the trust. They be- 
lieve sugar can be placed upon the free 
list anJ still the bill will raise sufficient 
revenue for all needs of the government. 

As between whisky and sugar the major- 
ity of the democratic party in congress 
believes a heavy tax should be placed upon 
whisky and sugar put upon the free. 

Thus, while the debate and contest in 
the senate promises to be long, dry and 
tame, the tight in the conference com- 
mittee will be decidedly interes:ing. That 
be the decisive battle of the tariff

A Junket Today. 

The house at last completec the sundry 
civil appropriation ill today. Then Colonel 
Patterson, of Tennessee, made an effort to 
take up the O’Neill-Joy contested cicction 
case trom Missouri. The republicans, how- 
ever, refused to vote, and defeated the 
effort. This means that there may be 
another long dead-lock. The truth of the 
matter is, that a dozen or more demMovcrats 
do not believe tha. O'Neill should he seated, 
and these men refused to vote today. 

When it was demonstrated that nothing 
could be done on this case, the house ad- 
journed. It did not adjourn until tomorrow, 
as usual, but until Thursday. All the mem- 
bers had received invitations to go down 
to the Indian Heaa proving ground tomor- 
row on a2 naval vessel to witness the test- 
ing of one of the new naval thirteen-inch 
guns. It will be such a junket as con- 
gressmen seldom have an opportunity to 
take, and the majority availed themselves 
of it, although the ieaders of the house 
oppesed adjourning over. It may, how*ver, 
have the effect of putting the members 
in better ‘humor, and cause them to rush 
things for the remainder. of the week. 

A Dreadful Possibility. 

As a matter of fact, the house is far 
ahead of the senate with its business, and 
it is feared, at the rate it has been going 
recently, it will soon find itself with nothing 
to do but to wait on the senate, or else 
have claims and all sorts of jobs before it 
for consideration. 

Looking Out for Himself. 

Governor Ben Tillman, of South Carolina,

THE TARIFF BILL REPORTED. 


Republicans State Their Position on 
the Bill. 

Washington, March 20.—Soon after the 
hees, chairman of the finance committee, 
reported the tariff bill to the senate. 

Mr. Morrill, one of the republican mem- 
bers of the committee, stated that so far 
as the republican members of the committee 
were concerned they did not object to the 
reporting of the bill. They were opposed 
not only to the income tax feature of the 
bill, but the change from specific to ad 
valorem duties and to the great bulk of the 
provisions of the bill. 

Mr. Voorhees moved that the bill be 
printed and placed on the calendar and he- 
gave notice that on the 2d of April—a. week 
from next Monday—he would call up the 
bill for consideration by the senate. The | 
motion to print and place on the calendar 
Was agreed to. |

Mr. Voorhees—There will he when the 
bill is called up for action. 

Mr. Manderson—Which will show the 
changes made in this bill from existing 
law? | 

Mr. Voorhees—There will be a full state- 
Ment and explanation when the Dill is 
called up for consideration. This will be 
ready in print on tre 2d of April. I expect 
to make a statement myself at the same 
time. There will be a comparative state- 
ment accessible to tne senators, 

Mr. Manderson—I made the inquiry be- 
cause of the fact that the main change in 
the bill is the change from specific to ad 
valorem duties; and that it would require 
an expert to show the effects of the change. 

Mr. Voorhees—An explanation will be 
speedily afforded to the senate and to 
senators. 

Mr. McPherson, a member of the finance 
committee, said that he had assented to the 
report just made by Mr. Voorhees justify- 
ing his action by the bellef that, whether 
wise or unwise in all its provisions, the 
bill was the best compromise obtainable 
in a committee whose members differed so 
widely in their views on economical ques- 
tions and on the effects of the bill on 
the property of the country when embodied 
into law. He said that he would find no 
difficulty in supporting in theesenate the 
colleagues with whom he had served on 
the committee in enacting into law as much 
of the proposed legislation as would yield 
to the government all the revenue needed 
when economically administered. Beyond 
that just and proper limitation he must not 
be expected to go. There were two sub- 
jects in the bill which had received much 
public attention, and he would state to the 
senate, as he had done to the committee, 
his views upon them. First, he disagreed 
with his colleagues of the committee on 
the income tax section of the bill. Ample 
provision having been made in the bill for 
revenue, the presence of an income tax in 
the bill was unnecessary. An income tax 
was un-American and undemocratic, and, 
he thought, unwise, and he should, at the 
proper time, move to strike it from the 
bill. Secondly, he disagreed with his col- 
leagues on the committee in regard to the 
sugar schedule as it appeared in the bill, 
and he should feel impelled to offer an 
amendment to that schedule, believing that 
the option to customs officers to elect 
whether to impose duties by the polaris- 
cope test or by the ‘‘Dutch standard” that 
was a dangerous power. He trusted, how- 
ever, that the finance committee would, on 
further consideration, adopt that view and 
would offer an amendment to restrict the 
test of all sugar, raw and refined, to the 
polariscope alone. 

Mr. Allison, another republican member 
of the financs committee, suggested that 
it would be a great convenience to have 
a‘ pamphlet print of the bil showing in 
paragraphs the existing law, the house bill 
and the committee’s bill, and Mr. Voorhees 
said that there would be no trouble about 
fixing up that matter. 

Mr. Heard made an inquiry as to the 
parliamentary attitude of the bill and was 
informed by the vice president that it had 
zone to the calendar.

The Amended Tariff Bill. 

The tariff bill as further amended by 
the democratic members of the finance com- 
mittee was laid before the full committee 
this morning at 10 o’clock and given to the 
press. A number of important changes 
have been made, the most important being 
the following: Cast, polished plate glass, 
finished or unfinished and unsilvered, not 
exceeding 26 by 60 inches square, increased 
from 18 to 20 cents per square foot, all above 
that increased Irom y0 to JO CcNts per 
square foot. All sheets of iron or steel com- 
mon or black, excepting as hereinafter pro- 
vided for, thinner than No. 25 wire gauge 
and all iron or stee! commercially Known as 
common or black taggers iron or steel or 
which have been pickeled or cleaned by 
acid or by any other material or process, 
or which is cold rolled, smooth only, not 
polished, shall pay a duty of % cents per 
pound, instegd of 9-10, as renorted by the 
house bil) aud left by the senate commit- 
tee. The provision of the house bill also 
stricken out by the previous senate Dill 
that the reduction provided for as to sheets 
of iron or steel thinner than No. 25 wire 
gauge, shall take effect on and after Oc- 
aber 1, 1894, has been reincorporated. 

Tin plates, tern plates and taggers’ tin 
have been reduced from 1 1-5 cents per pound 
and the provisions of the house bill that 
this reduction shall take effect October 1, 
i894, which was stricken out, has been re- 
stored. 

Cast iron pipe of every description is in- 
creased from 20 per cent to 224% per cent; 
cut nails and cut spikes of iron or steel 
are reduced from 25 per cent to 224% per 
cent. 

Rivets of iron or steel reduced from 20 
per cent to 2 per cent; cross-cut saws. 
mill-pit and drag saws reduced from 26 to 
15 per cent; all other saws remain at 2 per 
cent. 

The sugar schedule in full is as follows: 
All sugars, tank bottoms, syrups of cane 
juice or of beet juice, melada, concentra- 
ted melada, concrete and concentrated mo- 
lasses testing by the polariscope not above 
80 degrees shall pay a duty of 1 cent per 
pound, and for every additional degree or 
fraction of a degree above 80 and not above 
9) degrees shown by the polariscope test, 
shall pay one one-hundredth of a cent per 
pound additional, and above 90, and not 
above 98 degrees, for every additiona! de- 
zree or fraction of a degree shown by the 
pclariscope test, shall pay a duty of 2-100 
of a cent per pound additional, and upon 
all sugar testing above 98 degrees by po- 
lariscope test, or above No. 16 by the du- 
ties standard in color, there shall be lev- 
ied and collected a duty of \% of a cent per 
pound in addition to the duty impesed upon 
sugars testing above 98 degrees; molasses 
testing not above 56 degrees by the polari- 
scope shall pay a duty of 2 cents per gal- 
lon; molasses testing above 56 degrees shall 
pay a duty of 4 cents per gallon. 

Collars and cuffs composed wholly or in 
part of linen, increased 45 to 55 per cent 
ad valorem; shirts and all other articles of 
wearing apparel of every description, not 
specially provided for in this act, com- 
posed wholly or in part of linen, increased 
from 35 to 50 per cent ad valorem. 

These increases were a part of the de- 
mand of the two New York senators. 
Troy, Senator Murphy’s home, is headquar- 
ters for the manufacture of these goods. 
The schedule for wool and manufactures 
of woolen silk and silk goods remains un- 
changed. 

Séction four of the administrative fea- 
tures, which covers what is kno as the 
similitude clauses, has been changed to 
correspond with the provision in the house 
bill, which calls for the highest*>rate of 
duty. This change is carried out in the 
entire section, and is a reversal of the 
former action of the committee. 

A. vers} important amendment is made in 
the. section governing the manufacture of 
tobacco, which is intended to prevent the 
‘sale of Jeaf tobacco by dealers from com- 
peting with the sale of manufactured to-

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A DRAMATIC TRIAL. 


The Pollard Continues Giving Her Tes- 
timony to the Jury. 


SHE TELLS OF THREATS SHE MADs 


Accuses Breckinridge of Maligning 
His Own Wife’s Character. 


OLD LOVE LETTERS BRING SMILES 


Many of Her Notes to Rodes Were Dictated 
by the Congressman~— Madeline Proves 
to Bea Wonderiul Witness.. 


Washington, March 20.—The forenoon ses- 
sion of the Pollard-Breckinridge trial today 
was not dull by any means, but the after- 
noon proceedings developed a succession of 
tempestuous and sensational incidents from 
the time the court reconvened, after the 
recess, until it adjourned at 3 o’clock, with 
Miss Pollarad weeping for her children, her 
head bowed on the rail of the witness box. 
Questions. by Major Butterworth as to her 
relations with Colenel Breckinridge after 
his recent marriage brought out words of 
scorn and accusation against the defend- 
ant. He was charged with having ma- 
ligned his present wife, formerly Mrs. 
Wing; with swearing love and devotion for 
Miss Pollard three weeks after this secret 
marriage, when she was in ignorance of it, 
and with acting the part of the deceiver 
in every possible way. 

Incidentally it came out that a tragedy 
Was narrowly averted in the Hoffman 
house, in New York, two days after Breck- 
inridge’s first marriage in that city tc Mrs, 
Wing and while he was occupying commu- 
nicating rooms in that hotel with Miss 
Pollard, who was registered as his daugh- 
ter. 

Another new and_ startijng incident 
brought out in the cross-examination was 
that Miss Pollard on one occasion after 
the marriage and before she knew of it, 
went to the house in this city where Breck- 
inridge and his present wife (not then ac- 
knowledged) were residing; that on seeing 
her they both crouched behinu a curtain, 
whereupon she called out: 

“Willie, come out!’ 

He came out and accompanied her to Dr. 
Lincoln's. These and other scenes entirely 
overshadowed the morning examination, 
which was mainly devoted to reading the 
deceitful letters addressed by the plaintiff 
to her aged dupe, Roudes 

This was Miss Pollard’s third day of the 
ordeal of cross examination, and in antici- 
pation of seeing and hearing her the usual 
throng surged about the doors leading to 
the cirevit courtroom long before the court 
convenéd; Yestérday's admonition by Judge 
Bradley to the spectators against their ex- 
pressions of approval and disapproval, and 
his remark that all Washington had come 
to see the show, had its effect in making 
the bailiffs unusually careful and they man- 
aged to keep out of the chamber nearly all 
of those who came merely out of curiosity, 

Miss Pollard took the stand almost im- 
mediatey after the court convened, and 
Major Butterworth began to question her 
about her acquaintance with Mrs. Luke 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, who had testified 
that Colonel Breckinridge put Miss Pol- 
lard under her charge as his affianced wife. 
This line of inquiry suggested to the spec- 
tators the claim of Colonel Breckinridge 
that he will controvert Mrs. Blackburn’s 
testimony. 

Miss Pollard said she met Mrs. Black- 
burn in the winter of 1890-91. She was 
handed a letter by Major Buttérworth, with 
the request that she examine it.

“It is in my handwriting,” and then, a 
minute later. ‘“‘Why is the heading torn 
off that letter, Mr. Butterworth?”

Still another letter from Miss Pollard, 
dated ‘““New. Orleans, February 15, 1885," 
told Rodes that she would take “this—my 
first opportunity—to write to you and 
mamma,” and informing him that he 
should have every dollar of his money 
back, and “if I am provoked again as I 
have been I think it will only be for once.” 

Miss Pollard buried her face in her hands 
and laughed at some of the advice in the 
letter to the old man—telling him to go to 
church often, and things of that sort, and 
also at the remark, “If you could see the 
pretty girls here you would not look at 
me.” The letter ended, “With love and 
kisses—Madeline.”’ 

Miss Pollard seemed in better spirits than 
she had been at any time since the trial 
begun.

Another letter, dated New Or- 
leans, where Miss Pollard said she was at- 
tending the exposition, dated February 21, 
1885. was of light gossipy character, and 
signed, ‘Lovingly, Madeline.” This letter 
like the other, although dated New Or- 
leans, was postmarked, “Towlesboro, Ky.”’ 
So was the next letter read, which was 
dated “Jacksonville.”

More letters were shown her by Major 
Butterworth. 

“Yes, these are all mine,’”’ she said with 
a half laugh.

These letters were written at the time 
when Miss Pollard testified she had gone 
to Cincinnati during her first pregnancy. | 
Her baby was born in May following. 

Major Butterworth read the letters in the | 
order of date. The next was dated “Cin- 
cinnati, July 1, 1885." An explanation of 
how the letters were sent to Miss Pollard 
in Cincinnati, and not to New Orleans and 
Jacksonville, was given in one of the let- 
ters, in which Miss Pollard said Rodes 
must send the letters to her mother to be 
forwarded, so that they could come with 
her nother’s notes, and keep her aunt, 
with whom she pretended to keep, from 
knowing of her affair with Rodes. 

Old Rodes Paid Her Bills. 

Other letfers to Rodes were read, prin- 
cipally of a dunning character, and of no 
interest that was apparent. 

When Major Butterworth had finished 
reading he asked Miss Pollard if she had 
said that the letters were for the purpose 
of misleading Rodes, but Mr. Carlisle in- 
terfered and said Major Butterworth should 
specify what letters. 

Major Butterworth referred to a state- 
ment of Miss Pollard that she had read 
Washington Irving at the school. 

“I bez your pardon, Major Butterworth,” 
said Miss Pollard, “the letter containing 
that statement was from New Orleans.”’

Colonel Breckinridge had not supervised 
any of these letters, she said, but he told 
her what to write in the letters dated New 
Orleans, because she had never been there. 
The letters, as she had said, had been for- 
warded to her mother at Towlesboro. Her 
mother knew she was in Cincinnati, think- 
ing Miss Pollard was employed there.

This place was a scene of beauty. The 
long tables covered with flowers, the huge 
jars Of palms and other tropical plants 
placed here and there with artistic taste, 
showed off to good effect. 

After the feast Mr. Porter King, president 
of the society, arose, and in a happy way 
intreduced Dr. B. F. Riley, who holds the 
chair of ancient and modern history at the 
t niversity of Georgia. Dr. Riley spoke for 
fifteen minutes in an eloguent and impres- 
sive manner. He began by congratulating 
tae society for its large membership, and 
spoke in a clever way* about Atlanta. 

Referring to the subject of education in 
Alabama, he told how the schools and col- 
leges were multiplying over there, and said 
that the state was on the steady road to 
improvement in that line. 

‘Years ago,” he continued, “there came 
into Alabama a lean, gaunt, hungry-looking 
lad, He was clad in jeans pants and wore 
a Slouch hat. This youth had some pro- 
clivities in the ministerial line, and stopped 
at one place to preach. 

“A rich old lady who lived near by came 
out to hear him. The text of the young 
fellow’s discourse was ‘Rejoice and be ex- 
ceeding glad.’ 

“Much impressed with the sermon, the 
old lady decided to follow the youthful di- 
vine around the country and hear all his 
sermons. So shé called out her carriage 
and retisue and started on the trip. 

In a few days they came to a little vil- 
lage. The preacher mounted the platform 
and took his text—‘Rejoice and be exceed- 
ing giad.’ The old lady lifted her eye- 
brows, but remained through the sermon. 

“She stopped at four different places 
with him, but much to her dismay each time 
a lean, gaunt, hungry-looking lad took 
or his text, ‘Rejoice and be exceeding 
Ziad.’ 

“That man,” continued Dr. Riley, “is 
here tonight and I have the pleasure of in- 
troducing him to follow me. Dr. J. B. 
Hawthorne will now respond to the toast, 
William L. Yancey, Alabama’s Eloquent 
Orator.’ ”’ 

Dr. Hawthorne's Speech. 

Dr> Hawthorne then arose and spoke in 
& stirring manner. Referring to Yancey, 
he said: 

“Standing here tonight, with mind and 
heart filled with v‘vid memories of his 
magnificent powers and grand achievements, 
Il am proud to say that I first saw the light 
of day and first heard the music of human 
voices about me on the soil of the noble 
State upon whose name his matchless gze- 
hius has shed an imperishable lustre. 

“Now, that the passions excited by war 
have subsided and the two great sections of 
this country are bound together by the ties 
of fraternal feeling, it seems to me that 
every man who admires the genius of elo- 
quence and loves unblemished honor and 
spotless integrity, whether he wore the blue 
or the gray, whether he dwells in the 
east. or the west, in the south or the north, 
should be willing and ready to aid in build- 
ing a suitable monument to this most gifted 
and renowned Alabamian. Let us build the 
monument. Let it be one worthy of him, 
and of ourselves. In the eloquent words of 
Webster, ‘Let it rise to meet the sun in 
his coming. Let the earliest rays of morn- 
ing gild it, and departing day linger and 
piay upon it’s summit.’ 

“Georgia, the home of our adoption, our 
hope for the and the §in- 
heritance of our children,”’ was 
responded to in a clever way by 
Mr. Gordon Noel Hurtel, 

Hon. A. D. Adair, Mr. R. C. Alston, Sir. 
Wharton O. Wilson, Hon. H. H. Cadaniss 
and Mr. B. M. Blackburn all made rinsing 
speeches. Mr. Alston’s speech was especial- 
ly clever. 

Altogether, the Alabama Society is a great 
success, and, under the able direction of 
its honored president. Mr. Porter King, it 
will soon be among the most flourishing 
organizations of the south.

H. I. KIMBALL TALKS. 


He Gives His Ideas About the Breadth 
and Scope of the Exposition. 
Chicago, March 18.—(Special.)—Hon. H. I. 
Kimball, always up to his ears in business, 
was se2n today by The Consfitution at his 
office in the Masonic Temple. He is closing 
up the world’s fair business. where, as 
president of the board of judges on awards, 
he had his hands full. Mr. Kimball is now 
engaged in a most important southern en- 
terprise with the chances favoring Geor- 
gia for its location. Learning this, I asked, 
supposing hig interest would now be en- 

hanced: 

‘What do you think of the proposed At- 
lanta exposition to be held next year?’ 

“I am already on record in regard to that 
matter. The Constitution asked me the 
same question by wire, and I replied at some 
length, fully eadors.ng the enterprise, ard 
I eculd not add one word to my earnest ap- 
proval then expressed and published.”’ 

“What do you consider the greatest bene- 
fits to be derived from such in exposition?” 

“The benefits to be derived from a well- 
planned and wisely-managed exposition are 
so nunierous and extend to so many differ- 
ent elements, that it is impossible to de- 
termine just what might be regarded as the 
‘greatest benefit;’ and the readers of The 
Constitution, who so ably supported me in 
the management of the fair held in 1870 
and the International Cotton exposition, 
held in 1881, are too familiar with the high 
standard that I place upon the value to 
any community, that heads in bringing to- 
gether in a great exposition, the people 
and products of various communities, to 
require anything addit*onal from me upon 
this point.” 

“You must remember, Mr. Kimball, that 
while it is true that many of the citizens 
of the south recognize and appreciate your 
efforts in this direction yet the time which 
you mention, covers a pe iod of twenty-four 
years, in which time, many of our younger 
people who are practically to the front 
now, know you only by reputation, and I 
am sure would be glad to hear from you 
fully upon this subject.’’ 

“Well, later on I will talk to you upon 
that subject—but really I have not the 
time this morning to give the subject jus- 
tice. Let that question pass for the pres- 
ent.”’ 

“Have you any suggestions as to how it 
should be managed?’ 

“Not even my experience in, or study of 
expositions, would entitle me to make a 
suggestion to the leaders of this enterprise 
in answer to that question. Every member 
of the management of the proposed expo- 
sition in Atlanta are my personal friends, 
under whose direction the success of the 
is asrured, but if I were person- 
ally present at one of their meetings, I 
would venture to say, ‘gentlemen. let the 

exposition be broad, bold and 


we 


a ve,’ and they knowing me as they 
uo, would understand exactly what those 
three words meant.” 

“As to the location. Knowing the situa- 
tion of so many Y¥aluable sites in Atlanta, 
which do you th'nk the most desirabie 
Place?” 

“Most emphatically, Piedmont park. In 
this connection let me add, that transporta- 
tion to and from the grounds of any expo- 
sition is of the greatest importance, and ar- 
rangements should be made for two or more 
independent railroad tracks, devoted ex- 
clusively to this service, with sufficient 
equipment to handle at least 5,000 persons 
per hour. This, in connection with the lib- 
eral facilities which would be furnished by 
the electric cars, would undoubtedly meet 
the requirements.” 

“What portion of this country do you 
think will furnish the Atlanta exposition 
with the largest proportion of exhibits and 
visitors?” 

“That is a question that ought not to be 
answered without great study, but notwith- 
standing the fact that all expositions are 
largely local, both as to exhibits and ex- 
hibitors, yet, that portion of the country 
which is the best educated upon the subject 


| of expositions, will, in my judgment, be the 


best portion for the Atlanta eexposition to 
draw upon; both for its exhibits and visi- 
tors, and, of course, it goes wi.chout saying, 
that today, Chicago is the center of a com- 
munity who realizes and understands the 
value and importance of an exposition to 
the highest degree, and I venture to say, 
that if this field is properly worked, the re- 
sults will show the above prediction te be 
true, California is now beirg educated 
through the mid-winter fair, and that sec- 
tion should not be neglected. She made a 
most magnificent showing at the Columbian 
exposition. She will reap great benefit from 
the mid-winter fair, and her people will, in 
my judgment, be ready to respond heartily 
to the opportunity offered her through the 
Atlanta exposition. A commissioner from 
the Atlanta exposition ought to be accred- 
ited to the California fair at an early date. 
In this connection, I would suggest, that 
they arrange for a representative at the Ant- 
werp fair, which is to be opened the present 
year. Mr. John W. Ryckman, who was the 
secretary of the cotton exposition in 1881, 
will have an official position at Antwerp, 
and I have no doubt, could represent At- 
lanta most favorably, as he is perfectiy 
familiar with her people and her needs,” 

“Would you limit, in any sense, the scope 
of the exposition?” 

‘Certainly not. At the same time, the 
cotton states-should make every effort to 
to put before the people of the 
world, hat which will facilitate 
the developmert of the wonderful resources 
which they possess to the greatest extent. 
For many years the eotton states have 
in my judgment devoted too much of their 
capital and energy to the development of 
one industry. Until after the great showing 
of minerals made at the exposition in 18sl, 
very little had been accomplished in the 
development of her great coal and iron in- 
dustries, and up to the present time little 
or nothing has been done toward the de- 
velopment of “leaf fibers’’ which are sv 
abundant throughout the cotton states. 
lt should be one of the prime features of the 
proposed exposition to educate the cotton 
states just how to utilize, in the most ef- 
ficient and profitable manner, every element 
which is as natural to the climate as cot- 
ton has proved itself to be. I expect to see 
exhisited at the proposed exposition evi- 
dence that the bear grass industry of Geor- 
gia will, within a few years, be second in 
value and importance only to the cotton in- 
dustry of the state.”’ 

“Do you think that the art of architécture 
of buildings should be raised to a high 
standard of excellence?’ 

“There is no question as to the desira- 
bility of this feature of an exposition at 
the present time. Chicago has set so high 
a standard in this respect that unless some 
attention is given to the matter it will be 
a disappointment at least to the foreigners 
who participate in the exposition; but of 
course this ought not to be carried to 
such an extent as to make the expenses 
too great in proportion to the income; but 
great care should be given to the archi- 
tectural feature and arrangement, even if 
cheap construction be necessary.’’ 

‘What, in your opinion, is the best means 
of raising the necessary funds?’ 

“That matter is in wise and able hands 
and I would not even presume to make a 
suggestion beyond saying that the amount 
raised cannot be in excess of what can be 
wisely expended, but I am ready to endorse 
most emphatically any plan that is proposed 
by the able body of men who compose the 
finance committee of the organization. The 
experience of California in this matter may 
be followed with equally happy resilts.’”’ 

“TI do not think the specific date of open- 
ing and closing the exposition has been de- 
termined upon. What is your judgment in 
regard to that?’ 

“In justice to exhibitors I think the ex- 
position ought to be open as nearly for 
months as possible, gud 1 would say open 
it Wednesday, September Sth, and close 
Thursday, Wecember 27th. ‘That will give 
nearly four months, and be at a season 
when you are likely to have pleasant 
weather.” 

Mr. Kimball is looking better than in 
years, having fully recovered from the ex- 
cessive duties of the world’s fair: period. 
He says he is in perfect health every way. 

A Will Contest Compromised. 

Tampa, Fla., March 20.—The famous Wil- 
liams will case was compromised here to- 
day. There was about $150,000 worth of 
property involved. General John C. Wil- 
liams died in 1892, leaving his wife, Sarah 
Williams, all of his property. Mrs. Williams 
was the second wife and eight children of 
the general's first wife contested the will 
on the ground that their father was insane. 
By the compromise Mrs. Williams is to 
have the property, about $31,000, conveyed 
to her by General Williams before his 
death.

'KOSSUTH IS DBAD, 


The Old Hongerian Patriot Passes Away 
at an Advanced Age. 


A GREAT FIGURE IN HISTORY GONE 


He Was Once the Hope of an Oppressed 
People—Bxiled by His Country 
He Fled to America. 


Turin, March 2.—Louis ‘Kossuth, the 
Hungarian patriot, died at 12 o’clock to- 
night. . 

Louis Kossuth, the leader of the Hunga~- 
rian revolution, was born in 1802 at Monuk, 
in the county of Zemplin, in Hungary. His 
family was of noble rank, but his parents 
were poor. He studied law at the Protest- 
ant college of Sarospatak, and practiced 
first in his native county, and afterwards 
in Pesth. In 1882 he commenced his»politi- 
cal career at the diet of Presburg, as ed- 
itor of a liberal paper, which, owing to the 
state of the law, was not printed, but trans- 
cribed and circulated. The subsequent pub- 
lication of a lithographed paper led, in 
May, 1877, to Kossuth’s imprisonment. He 
was liberated in 1840 and became again the 
editor of a paper, in which he advocated 
views too extreme for many of the liberal 
party amongst the nobles, but which took 
strong hold of the people in general, es- 
pecially of the youth of the country. 

In November, 1847, he was sent by the 
county of Pesth as deputy to the diet, and 
soon distinguished himself as a speaker 
and became the leader of the opposition. 

He advocated the emancipation of the 
peasants, the elevation of the citizen class, 
the freedom of the press, ete., and, after 


the French revolution of 1848, openly de- 


manded an independent government for 
Hungary, and constitutional government in 
the Austrian hereditary territories. To his 
speeches must be, in a great part, ascribed 
not only the Hungarian revolution, but 
the insurrection in Vienna; in March, 1848. 
On the dissolution of the ministry in Sep- 
tember, 1848, he tound himself at the head 
of the committee of national defense, and 
now prosecuted with extraordinary energy 
the measures zecessary for carrying on the 
war. 

To put an end to ak the hopes and 
schemes of the moderate party, he induced 
the. national assembly at Debreezin, in 
April, 1849, to declare the independence of 
Hungary, and that the Hapsburg dynasty 
had forfeited the throne. He was now ap- 
pointed provisional governor of Hungary, 
but, being disappointed in his hopes of 
the intervention of the western powers, and 
finding the national cause jeopardized by 
the arrival of Russia un the scene of ac- 
tion, he endeavored to arouse the people 
to a more desperate effort. The attempt 
was vain. Finding that dissensions between 
himself and Gorgei were damaging the ra- 
tional cause, he resigned. his dictatorship 
in favor of the latter. After the defeat 
at Temesvar, on the 9th of August, 1849, 
he found himself compelled to abandon his 
position, and to flee into Turkey, where, 
however, he was made a prisoner, but, 
though his extradition was demanded beth 
by Austria and Russia, the porte, true to 
the principle of hospitality, resisted all 
their demands. 

In. September, 1851, he was liberated and 
the government of France refusing him a 
passage through its territory, he sailed in 
an American frigate to England where he 
was received with every demonstration of 
public respect and sympathy. In December 
of the same year he landed in the United 
States, where he met with a most enthusi- 
astic reception. He returned in June, 1852, 
to England and there he chiefty resided un- 
til Sardinia and France prepared for war 
with Austria, when, on condition of some- 
thing definite betnmg done for Hungarian in- 
dependence, he proposed to Napoleon to 
acrange a Hungarian rising against Austria. 
The peace of Villifranca bitterly disap- 
pointed Kossuth. 


KOSSUTH WAS ONCE IN ATLANTA 


And Was Given a Royal Reception. 
Had to Pay for a Telegram. 

Kossuth, the great Hungarian patriot, 
was once a guest of Atlanta. 

That was in the latter fifties, during the 
second trip of the great Hungarian to 
America, and during his stay in the city 
he was the recipient of every possible at- 
tention, 

As the oldest inhabitant of the city tells 
the ‘story, Kossuth made his second trip to 
America in the latter fifties, about 1858, and 
after being entertained in the north came 
to the south, where he found that he had 
many friends, and where he was most 
royally entertained. On the trip south he 
stopped in Richmond, Nashville, Louisville, 
New Orleans and Mobile besides Atlanta. 
In all of the southern cities he was given 
the most royal and enthusiastic welcome 
and was entertained in every one of them. In 
all of the cities he was given carte blanche, 
and in many he was made a hero, and pub- 
lic purses were raised for him because of 
the total loss of the great estate he once 
owned, but which had been wiped away 
when he was forced to flee his country for 
his life. In those days Mobile was the city 
of the south, with the possible exception 
of New Orleans, and it was there that the 
greatest ovation was tenderea him. The 
old planters of that section vied with each 
other in showering attentions upon Kossuth, 
and every day he was besieged with more 
invitations than he could possibly accept. 
He was the guest of planter after planter 
along the Mobile bay, and every day the 
home of his host was the scene of some 
entertainment for the great Hungarian. 

That open, liberal heart of the Alabamian 
was made to respond to the needs of the 
Hungarian, and in the city of Mobile a 
purse of more than $100,000 was raised @r 
him and placed in his hands before he 
knew anything of it. 

It was after leaving Mobile, so the old 
oracle says, that Kossuth came to Atlanta, 
and here he was the guest of Dr. Thompson, 
father of Mr. Joseph Thompson. Like. It 
was in Mobile, and in the other southern 
towns, Kossuth was the hero of the hour, 
and all were anxiou’S to do him honor. A 
hat was introduced in this city at the time 
which became well worn all over the coun- 
try a few years later. It was known as 
the Kossuth hat and had a big run. One 
side of the hat was turned up and pinned 
with a star, and it was presumed to be a 
fac simile of the hat the Hungarian wore. 
At the time he was in Atlanta Major Sloan 
was the manager of the telegraph office, 
and it was Major Sloan @ho had quite a 
unique experience with Kossuth. One day 
during his sojourn in the city Kossuth 
went to the telegraph office and after writ- 
ing out a long telegram, handed it tn Ma- 
jor Sloan and started out. The major did 
not then know Kossuth. and as the price 
of the message was not on the counter, 
he called the sender back, asking for the 
pay. 

“Don’t you know me?’ said Kossuth. 

Major Sloan looked a little awkward and 
finally confessed that he did not know his 
visitor. 

“Well,” said the visitor, thrusting his hand 
in his pocket and wearing a good natured 
smile, “I’m Kossuth. I have never had to 
pay for a message since I have been. in 
this country and for that reason said noth- 
ing. But, here is your pay.’ 

And as he spoke the Hungarian laid a 
piece of money on the table. 

Major Sloan straightened up saying: 

“No you don’t. I did not know you. But 
now I do, and you don’t pay for anything.”’ 

And so it was all over Atlanta with the 
greac patriot. It was here that he made 
many friends, but there are few of them 
who are alive today to tell of the man who 
gave -~ll he had for his country and then 
lived to die among the people who had ban- 
ished him.

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facture tobacco or snuff for himself, or 
who employs others to manufacture to- 
bacco or snuff, whether such manufacture 
be by cutting, pressing, grinding, crushing 
or rubbing, of any raw or leaf tobacco, or 
otherwise preparing raw or leaf tobacco, 
or manufactured or partially manufactured 
tobacco or snuff, or the putting up for 
use or consumption of scraps, waste, clip- 
pings, stems or deposits of tobacco resulting 
from any process of handling tobacco, or 
by the working or preparation of leaf to- 
bacco, tobacco stems, scraps, clippings or 
vaste, by sifting, two string, screening, or 
any other process, shall be regarded as a 
manufacturer of tobacco.”’ 

Every person shall be regarded as a man- 
ufacturer of tobacco whose business it is 
to sell leaf tobacco in quantites less tan 
the original hogshedd, case or bale; or who 
sells directly to consumers, or to persons 
other than duly registered dealers in leaf 
tobacco, or to duly registered dealers in 
manufactured tobacco, snuff or cigars, or 
to persons who purchase in original pack- 
ages for export; and all tobacco sold by 
such persons shall be regarded as manu- 
factured tobacco, and such manufactured 
tobacco shall be put up and prepared by 
such manufacturer in such packages, cnly 
as the commissioner of internal revenue, 
with the approval of the secretary of the 
treasury shall prescribe; provided, that 
farmers and grewers of tobacco who sell 
leaf tobacco of their own growth and rais- 
ing shall not be regarded as manufacturers 
of tobacco, and so much of section o244 of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States 
and all acts amendatory thereof as are in 
conflict with this act, are hereby repealed.” 

The drawback clause for cotton bagging 
exported has been stricken out. 

Section 53 regulating the internal tax 
on cigars and cigarettes has had stricken 
from.it and all changes made in that tax 
and the present law is permitted to stand. 
In the income tax the senate committee 
originally struck out the provisions of the 
house bill that this act should not apply 
to the income of dividends or building and 
loan associations. 

As reported today the bill 1s intended to 
carefully guard against taxing. bona tide 
building associations. 

The tax on playing cards remains at 2 
cents per pack. 

The whisky schedule remains aS previous- 
ly agreed upon by the finance committee, 
the tax being 1.10 and the bonded period 
eight years. Section 102, which was heid to 
be an absolute repeal’ of the Mchinley 
act, has been strucken from the bill and 
such parts of that act—notably the tobacco 
tax—are retained under a proper section. 

The reciprocity treaties, or so-called com- 
mercial arrangement entered into under sec- 
tion 3 of the McKinley act, are to be abro- 
gated as provided in the following section, 
which the committeé ciaims meet the objec- 
tion of Louisiana senators and remove all 
ambiguity concerning the duty on sugar: 

“That sections 3, 15 and 16 of an act ap- 
proved Octeber 1, 1890 (the McKinley act). 
are hereby repealed and all agreements or 
arrangements made or prociaimed between 
the United Stated and foreign governments 
under the provisions of said sections are 
hereby abrogated, of which the president 
shall giye such notice to the authorities of 
said foreign governments as may be requ@- 
ed by the terms of such agreements or ar- 
rangements.”’ :

WOMEN FREEMASONS 


Many Instances in Europe in Which 
Women Have Been Admitted. 


RECOGNIZED BY THE GRAND LODGES 


One Lodge in France, “T’'e Human 
Right,” Composed Exclusively of 
Women, Still in Existence. 


From The New York Herald. 

When it was announced a few weeks ago 
that Mary E. Lease, the woman politician of 
Kansas, was a Freemason and in posses- 
sion of-the ritual, signs and passwords of 
the craft, the statement was received with 
many expressions of incredulity from men 
in the order and out of it. Some declared 
that if she knew the secrets of Masonry 
she had learned them by stealth or fraud, 
but the commonest assertion was that the 
claim was ebsurd—that women were in- 
eligible to the order, and that the idea 
that Mrs. Lease or any other woman had 
penetrated its circles was preposterous, 

All talk of this sort is based upon a 
superficial and inadequate knowledge of the 
extent to which women, especially in Eu- 
rope, have been identified with Masonic 
affairs. That the secrets of the ancient 
order have not always been exclusively 
monopolized by men will be evident to 
everybody who cares to take even a casual 
glance at the history of the craft. 

Mme. Maria Deraismes, whose death has 
just taken place at Paris, was renowned 
not only as one of the most successful lead- 
ers in the struggle for the emancipation of 
her sex, but likewise’ for her revival of 
femajJe lodges of the Masonic craft. Several 
European and American newspapers de- 
scribed her as having been the first woman 
ever deliberately admitted into the myster- 
ies of the order, while others cited the 
well-known instance of Lord Doneraile’s 
daughter as being the only other instance of 
a lady having been initiated. 

This is altogether wrong. For in the past 
century there were a large number of ladies 
ef rank who were Freemasons, and at the 
present moment female Masonic lodges 
abound in Spain, the principal feminine 
dignitary of the craft being Princess Maria 
de Bourbon, daughter of the Infant.Don 
Enerique, who was solemnly initiated by 
the El Taller lodge of Salamanca. 

Women Masons in France. 

It was in 1730 that we first heard of 
feminine lodges being constituted in France, 
and, although they may be said to have 
existed alongside of masculine Freemasonry 
rather than forming part and parcel of it, 
yet they were definitely recognized as be- 
longing to the craft by decree of the grand 
orient of France dated April 10, 1774. Fem- 
inine Masonry in those days was restricted 
almost exclusively to ladies of royal and 
noble rank. Thus we find the duchess of 
Chartres as mistress of one lodge and the 
duchess of Bourbon of another, both of 
these princesses being addressed as ‘‘honor- 
able and worshipful”’ in the official com- 
munications dispatched to them by the 
grand orient of France. 

Marie Antoinette’s friend, the lovely Prin- 
cesse de Lamballe, who was massacred 
during the reign of terror, and whose head 
was carriea on a pike through the streets 
of Paris, was the mistress of the Social 
Contract lodge, and a _ short time  be- 
fore the overthrow of royalty, served for 
a time as grand mistress of the order. 

In 1805 the Empress Josephine was pres- 
ent at a meeting of a duly constituted 
feminine Masonic lodge at Strasburg, and 
again, in 1819, we hear of the celebrated 
Marquise de Vallette presiding at the insti- 
tution of a new Masonic lodge. In short, 
feminine Masons abounded in France up 
to the year 1853, when the decree of Pope 
Pius IX., denouncing Freemasonry as in- 
compatible with membership in the Church 
of Rome, caused the abandonment of 
Freemasonry by women and the practical, 
if not official, dissolution of their various 
lodges throughout the country. 

It was not until 1882 that any attempt 
was made to revive them, In January of 
that year Mme. Deraismes was solemnly 
iniatiated by the masculine lodge ‘Les Libres 
Penseurs” (the Free Thinkers), at Lepecq, 
near Paris. The grand orient of France, 
however, declined to ratify the selection, 
and even went so far as to Officially dis- 
solve the lodge that had been guilty of un- 
authorized revivai of a practice which had 
become obsolete. 

Lodges Now in Existence. 

In no wise discouraged by this lack of 
good will on the part of the grand orient, 
Mme. Deraismes, took advantage of her 
initiation to found a Masonic lodge of 
her own, and at the present moment there 
are some sixty or seventy members be- 
longing thereto, one of the past grand 
mistresses being Mme. Clemence Royer, 
wife of the former cabinet minister and 
statesman of that name, 

All the ladies who belong to this lodge, 
which bears the name of the Droit Humane 
or Human Right, turned out in full force 
at the funeral of its founder and laid on 
her coffin a large wreath and inscription. 
Of course the obsequies were of a purely 
Masonic and lay character, the chureh 
being unrepresented at the grave, for Mme. 
Deraismes, like all her sister Masons of 
the present day in France, was a free- 
thinker and an enemy of the Catholic 
church. She made a profession of these 
sentiments when she applied for recognition 
of her lodge to the grand orient. “It is 
through woman that Catholicism has made 
its way into our social system,’ she de- 
clared, ‘‘and if it maintains its place there 
it is entirely through woman. You wouid, 
therefore, Oh, my brethren, do well to in- 
itiate as many women as possible into the 
craft if you wish to combat Catholicism on 
an equal ground.” 

Masonry 

It has become a noteworthy 
when in 1868 the great ladies of France 
abandoned Masonry in deferenee to the 
injunction of the Church of Rome, the wo- 
men of Spain, who are quite as religious 
and perhaps even still more submissive to 
the church, should have gone on main- 
taining lodges and practicing the craft. 

For some reason or other, however, the 
Catholic church regards the Masons in 
Spain and Portugal with a far more indul- 
gent eye than either those of France or 
italy. Thus, I remember some yeafs ago 
attending the funeral at Lisbon of a Sen- 
hor Anton d@’Aguilar, who at the time of 
his death held the position of grand mas- 
ter of the craft of Portuzal. 

Dom Anton was an. ex-minister of publie 
works, a senator, the president of the Roy- 
<1 Geographical Society, and for several 
years had acted as governor and bear lead- 
er of the present king. A great favorite 
at court, his death was sincerely mourned 
by the royal family. His body lay in state 
for three days in the Church of St. Isabel, 
arrayed in his Masonic insignia, and among 
the wreaths and fioral emblems deposited at 
the bier were many bearing Masonic in- 
scriptions, which, bowever, did not prevent 
the priest from kneeling in an attitude o¢ 
prayer beside the cotiin throughout the 
wnole time that the body remained lying 
before the altar. 

On the day of the funeral, which was at- 
tended by representatives of the late king, 
the queen and the present king in states 
earriages, a large cortege of prelates and 
priests in full canonicals were present. The 
full services of the Cathoiic church were 
performed by the clergy at the grave. dur- 
ing the course of the ceremony discourses of 
farewell to the dead statesman being de- 
livered by Deputy Senhor Elias on behalf 
of the Freemasons of Portugal. and by Sena 
hor Villariny on behalf of those of Spain. 

I may add that Senor Sagasta, the prime 
minister of the most Catholic country on 
the face of the earth—namely, Spain--holds 
the rank of grand master of the Freema- 
sons in that country. 

Princes Who Are Masons. 


In Great Britain, the craft is presided 
over by the price of Wales, in Sweden and 
Nerway the grand mastership is held by 
King Oscar, who occupied that office before 
his ascension to the throne. As in the case 
of the sons and grandsons of the queen of 
England, so are also the sons of King Os- 
car members of the craft. 

In Denmark it is the crown prince who is 
at the head of the grand orient, while the 
late Emperor Frederick held the grand 
mastership of German Freemasons from 
1855 until the time of his death. His son, 
although a Mason, has declined to accept 
the grand mastership is succession to his

since he became emperor. In Austria, again, 
Freemasonry is eschewed by the aristocra- 
cy and the reigning family, as it is also in 
Russia and Belgium; while in Holland the 
Dutch nobility are nearly all members of 
the craft. In none of these countries, how- 
ever, save Spain and Portugal, do feminine 
lodges exist nowadays, and the only woman 
that has ever been initiated as a Mason in 
Great Britain was Lord JDoneraile’s 
daughter. 
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General Early as a Warrior. 
From Kate Field’s Washington. 

Early was strongly opposed to secession 
in 1860, and was particularly indignant at 
the thirst of South Carolina for trouble 
with the north After the war began, he 
had in his brigade a South Carolina regi- 
ment, and it was noticed that he always 
put it in the most ticklish places under 


fire. During one of the battles before 
Richmond his brigade was ordered to the 
front, and he made the South Carolina fel- 
lows head the column, shouting at the top 
of his voice as they passed him: 

‘Yes, I'll send you to the front, and I'll 
keep you there, too! You got us into this 
fix, and, d—n you, now you've got to get 
us out of it!’’ 

After the war, however, Early was as 
bitter a specimen of unreconstructed rebel 
as the fieriest of South Carolinians. He 
went abroad to live for some time, 
wrote back from Havana to a New York 
newspaper, a blunt denial of a published 
report that he had applied for a pardon. 

“I have neither’ made nor authorized such 
application,” said he, “‘and would not ac- 
cept a pardon from the president of the 
United States if gratuitausly tendered me 
without conditions or restrictions of any 
kind. I havé@ not given a parole. or in- 
curred any obligation to the authorities of 
the United States, and I utterly disclaim all 
allegiance to or dependence upon the gev- 
ernment of that country. I ama voluntary 
exile from my own country, because I am 
not willing to submit to the foreign yoke 
imposed upon it.”

of paralysis, and that his condition is 
critical This news will be received in 
Georgia, in the south, and all over. the 
country, indeed, with the sincerest re- 
gret. 

No man has ever stood closer to the 
people or made a stronger fight for their 
rights and interests than Senator Col- 
quitt, and the people—especially the peo- 
ple of Georgia—have regarded him With 
an affection as deep as it was deserved. 
Having won their regard, he always had 
their confidence and support, and no 
combination of circumstances and no 
extraneous influences have ever been 
able to shake the firm hold he had on 
the voters of his native state. 

He never violated the confidence which 
the people reposed in him. He-did not 
change from policy to policy in order 
to meet any of the whimsical demands 
of the public of to cater to the desires 
of a faction, but planted his feet on prin- 
ciples that he regarded as immutable 
and stood there to the end.

Mr. Christian heartily commends the 
idea of a special tobacco building, which 
“will invite the patronage of the manu- 
facturers at large, and especially those 
who have trade in the south, and more 
especially those who are seeking it.”

A TOBACCO BUILDING 


For the International Exposition at 
Atlanta in 1805. 
From ‘“Tobacco,’ of New York. 

Mention has already been made of the 
proposed international exposition to be held 
at Atlanta in 1895, and the general plan 
described. Mr. Eugene Christian, of At- 
lanta, well known in the trade, was in 
New York last week, talking exposition 
to our principal manufacturers, and so, the 
ball having been started rolling, the fol- 
lowing letters should prove of ,interest to 
the trade in general: 

The Proposed Atlanta Exposition. 

Mr. Eugene Christian—Sir: The question 
of erecting a tobacco building at the Cotton 
States and International cxposition, which 
will be held here in the fall of 189), has 
been brought before the executive commit- 
tee, and has deen received with pronounced 
approval. As tobacco represents one of the 
largest, is manufactured in more varied 
forms, and is consumed as nearly by all 
classes as any commodity in the world, 
it is proposed to erect a building and make 
a display equal to any other product 
this land. In recognition of your thorough 
knowledge of its growth and production, 
we would ask a communication from you 
in regard to the feasibility and magnitude 
of the plans, together with your views as 
to the support the large manufacturers 
would give to the scheme, provided our 
exposition company makes the display a 
distinctive feature, under competent man- 
agement, and of international character.

Mr. Christian’s Reply. 

Mr. Phil. H. Harralson, Atlanta.—Dear 
Sir: Referring to your communication of 
February 26th, I will say that I have taken 
occasion to bring the question referred to 
therein before the most prominent manu- 
facturers of tobacco in Richmond and the 
larger cigar and snuff manufacturers of 
New York and Philadelphia, and the en- 
terprise meets with unusual and unanimous 
approval. One large cigar manufacturer 
here said to me, when approached on the 
subject: ‘‘We are beginning to realize that 
for several years past, we, who have sought 
business in the west, have overlooked a 
much better and more promising Geld (viz.: 
the south).” and, said he, “If your Cotton 
States and International exposition 
will provide a place especially 
for the exhibition of tobaccos, 
it will undoubtedly be largely and 
very liberaly patronized.”’ The grievous 
error made by the management of the 
word’s fair, in providing no particular place 
for the tobacco industry, is still referred 
to. Tobacco is consumed in some form by 
every civilized race of people in the world, 
yet the process of its manufacture in its 
Various, and even more common forms, 
is very obscure to the masses of consumers, 
hence a building or department of the ex- 
position that would group and concentrate 
its branches, and bring together the leaf, 
the manufactured article, and exhibit the 
processes of manufacture, would undoubted- 
ly prove successful, and could be made one 
of the most attractive and novel features 
of the exposition. A tobacee building 
would invite the patronage cf the manu. 
facturers at large, especially those who

| manufacturers in Philadelphia said: 
“I was a commissioner from this state to 
the world’s fair, but made no display there, 
mainly because the great tobacco industry 
was given no special place.”

‘I think it is a good 
one,” replied Mr. Woodside, of Stewart, 
Ralph & Co.; “it bespeaks good judgment 
and progression, and the tobacco men, who 
are the greatest advertisers in. the world 
(I predict), will every one be with you.” 
A brief summary of the facts evinced by 
the whole work was about this, viz.: If the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
will erect a tobacco building, or provide a 
special department for the trade, it will 
be something new, and will be well patron- 
ized and successful, and :f such provisions 
are not made, tobacco, as a commercial 
commodity, will not become a factor in 
the exposition.

A POOR DEBTOR'S LUCK.

The four old-time friends met again as 
usual. ’Squire Ben’s ‘‘rheumatiz’”’ had been 
giving unmistakable warnings that “falling 
weather’ was at hand, anu he grunted 
more frequently than was his wont. But, 
notwithstanding his aches and pains, he 
was in good humor.

“A 
life-long friend, who had acquired a for- 
tune, was at one time suddenly overtaken 
with calamity, which threatened his ruin.

This 
was accordingly done, and then the bun- 
dle of notes, due bills, etc., to an amount 
exceeding 332,000 was committed to the 
flames. 

“About four months after the old mer- 
chant’s death there came into the counting 
room, on Long wharf, a littie old man, who 
looked as if rough weather had met him at 
every turn for seventy years and had bang- 
ed him about unmercifully. He had heard 
of the old merchant’s death and said that 
he had come up from the cape to pay a 
debt which he owed him. 

“The elder brother of the heirs and ad- 
minisiretor of the estate questioned the old 
man; asaed his name, residence, the amount 
of his debt, ete. The original debt, it ap- 
pears, had been $440, but it had stood a 
long time, so that it amounted to $800. The 
old man seemed so cast down, even in his 
dogged hhonesty, that he had from his first 
appearance excited the sympathy of the 
brothers present. The elder, after hearing 
the old man’s story, examined the forgiven 
list, and. a smile lighted up his countenance 
as he observed that the name of his visitor 
was in it. 

***Your note,’ he said to the old man, ‘is 
outlawed. It was dated twelve years ago, 
payabie in two years. There is no witness, 
und no interest has been paid. You are 
not bound to pay this note—we cannot 
recover the amount.’ 

‘* ‘Sir,’ said the old man, ‘I wish to pay 
it. It is the only heavy debt I have in the 
world. I should like to pay it,” he per- 
sisted, and laid the bank notes before the 
administrator, with the request that he 
count them. 

“*l cannot take this money,’ said the 
young merchant. 

‘““‘Not readily comprehending the reason of 
this refusal, the old man became confused. 
‘I have cast simple interest for twelve years 
and a little over,’ he said. ‘I will pay you 
compound interest, if you say so. That 
debt ought to have been paid long ago, but 
your father, sir, was very indulgent. He 
knew that I had been unfortunate and told 
me not to worry about it.’ 

“The young merchant then set the €vhole 
matter plainly before the old man, and tak- 
ing up the bills, returned them to him, tell- 
ing him that though his father had made 
no formal will, he had recommended his 
heirs to destroy every evidence of indebted- 
ness and release those who might be legally 
bound to pay them, he being one of the 
debtors included in the list. 

‘“‘For a moment the honest old man seem- 
ed to be stupefied. After he -had collected 
himseif and wiped a few tears from his eyes 
he stated that from the time he had heard 
of the old ‘merchant's death, he had raked 
and’ scraped and pinched and spared to get 
the enemy to pay this debt.’’ 

“**About ten days ago,’ he said, ‘I had 
made up the sum within 30. My wife knew 
how much the payment of this debt lay 
upon my spirits. She advised me to sell a 
cow and makw up the difference and get 
the heavy load off my mind. [I did so, and 
now—what will my old woman say? I must 
go home to the cape and tell her this good 
news. She’ll probably say over the very 
words she said when she put her hands on 
my shoulders as we parted: “I have never 
seen the righteous forsaken nor his seed 
begging bread.”’ ” 

“With a hearty shake of the hand and a 
blessing upon the dead man’s memory, the 
old man went on his way rejoicing. After 
his departure the brothers remained silent 
for a time, when the elder, seizing his pen- 
cil and casting a few figures, said to one 
of his brothers: ‘There! Your part of the 
amount would be so much. If you can con- 
trive a plan to convey me your share of 
the pleasure derived from this operation, 
that amount of money is at your service.’ 
But the brother would not sell eut a pleas- 
ure-the gratification for a noble d per- 
formed—that was beyond the value of 
money.”

Dr, Everard De Renne Leaves a Fine 
Collection to the State 


WAS FORMERLY A CITIZEN OF GEORGIA 


Getting Ready to Receive the Books of Dr. 
Battey—Otber Little Items of Ine 
terest About the Statehouse. 


As stated in yesterday morning’s paper, a 
very valuable and highly interesting collec- 
tion of historical documents and relics has 
been left to the state. ; 

Dr. Everard De Renne, formerly of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., but late of New\ York, who died 
a few days ago, is the benefactor of the 
state library in this matter. Culberson & 
Hunt, attorneys, received a communieation 
from a New York lawyer, John P. Everett, 
in which was a copy of the last will of 
Dr. De Renne. To the will there is a codicil, 
and this codicil is the pertion of the last tes- 
tament of Dr. Eeverard De Renne that re- 
lates particularly to the benefit of the 
Georgia state library. 

The copy of the will has been placed be- 
fore both Governor Northen and Colonel 
Milledge, librarian, and they have acknowl- 
edged service of it. The stipulation in the 
codicil is that the Mary De Renne Georgia 
Historical Collection shall be given to the 
Georgia state library and that it shall be 
hereafter known as the G. W. J. De Kenne 
Georgia Historical Collection. The collection 
is a very valuable one and is said to con- 
tain many fine paintings and pieces of stat- 
uary, besides historical papers, in the orig- 
inal, that are of great value. Nothing that 
is in the codicil would seem te indicate the 
proper value to be placed upon the collec- 
tion. 

There is also another clause in the codicii 
which relates to Georgia to a certain extent. 
It refers to the disposition of the Mary De 
Renne Confederate collection. This goes to 
the Hollywood Ladies’ Confederate Associa- 
tion of Richmond. This collection will be 
placed in the Georgia room and it is stip- 
ulated that it shall be called the Mary De 
Renne Georgia Confederate Collection. 

Not Always Named De Kenne. 


The father of Dr. Everard De Renne was 
G. Wimberly Jones De Renne. His name was 
first G. Wimberly Jones and he was quite 
a rich man. A very handsome legacy was 
left him with the proviso that he change 
his name to De Renne; he did not hesitate, 
and the second branch of the De Renne 
family had its beginning with him. When 
he died he left his property to his wife, a 
daughter and three sons. The family was 
rather eccentric and it is said that before 
G. W. J. De Renne died he remarked that 
it was slow work riding to a burial in 4 
walk and ordered that the funeral procession 
strike a trot when the city limits were pass- 
ed. This was done. 

The De Rennes occupied the old residences 
opposite the DeSoto hotel on the southwest 
corner of Liberty and Bull streets, Savan- 
nah. This home is now occupied by the 
Georgia Hussars. G. W. J. De Renne was a 
great collector of books and papers and — 
his collection evidently was the nucleus of 
the collection bequeathed to the Georgia 
state library as well as that left to the Hol- 
lywood Ladies’ Confederate Association of 
Richmond. 

Dr. Everar@ De Renne was something of 
a cynic, and before he died, stated that his 
only regrets were simply temporal and that 
he had no spiritual fears. 

More Books for the State Library. 

The state legislature accepted the tender 
from Dr. Robert Battey, of Rame, of a fine 
library of medical books which were to be 
delivered at any time when the state was 
ready to receive them. The books ‘number 
nearly 1,000 and will be in the city in a few 
days. They will be placed in the medical al- 
cove, which has been prepared for their re- 
ception. 

Combined Teachers’ Institute. 

The Ocmulgee chatuaqua at Hawkinsville, 
Ga., is going to be a big thing for that 
part of the country. Captain Bradwell has 
just written «o President Ware consenting 
to a combined teachers’ institute during 
the first week in May. It will be remembered 
that Captain Bradwell declined to allow a 
combined teachers’ institute at the Albany 
chautauqua. This was on account of the 
quarterly payments which commence in 
April. 

Small Siftings from the Statehouse. 

The school trouble in Pickens county will 
be settled next week. Captain Bradwell 
has set Thursday, 29th of March, as the 
day for a hearing. Both parties will be rep- 
resented. They are ladies.

Telegraphing Withoat Wires. 


From The New Orleans Picayune. 

Mr. Preece, an English electrical engi- 
neer, in a recent lecture before the London 
Society of Arts, gave some most interest- 
ing accounts of experiments in the line of 
sending electric messages without wires, 
which he said had occupied his attention 
for the past ten years. He said that elec- 
tricity, like light, heat, and other forms of 
energy transmitted itself by waves through 
space in all directions, and that these 
waves, falling on conductors properly placed 
and prepared, are retransformed into alter- 
nating currents. In 1884 he found that the 
telegraph messages sent through wires laid 
in pipes down Gray’s Inn road were read 
in the telephone*circuits eighty feet away 
on the housetops. For a long time the idea 
had persisted that this effeet was due to 
leakage, but it had now been abundantly 
proved that the phenomenon was nothing 
but electro-magnetic induction, or radiated 
waves passing outwards through space. Mr. 
Preece gave a long and interesting account 
of his successive experiments. Between 
Durham and Darlington parallel telegraph 
wires ten and a half miles apart were found 
sensitive to each other’s currents. Dis- 
tinct speech was carried on at a distance of 
a quarter of a mile. When the royal 
commission was appointed to inquire into 
electric communications between lightships 
and the shore experiments were made be- 
tween Lavernock pvint, near Cardiff, and 
two islands some distance out at sea. Not 
only was signalling across the intervening 
space readily accomplished, but certain ef-° 
fects were obtained which have convinced 
Mr. Preece that the radiant waves of elec- 
tricity sent off from a wire running along 
the cliffs are reflected back as soon as they 
strike the surface of the water just as 
in the case of light falling within the angle 
ef total reflection. The greatest distance 
over whfth signals were sent was five miles. 
Experiments at Loch Ness enabled speech 
to be maintained across an air space of 
one mile and a quarter. There is now, said 
Mr. Preece, no difficulty in communicating 
with outlying islands without the expense 
of laying a cable. Finally, he remarked, 
one could not help speculating as to what 
messages could not be sent by this means 
across planetary space. Strange, myste- 
rious sounds are heard on all long-distance 
telephone wires, especially in the calm still- 
ness of the night. The sun’s surface must 
at such times be ven disturbed by 
electrical storms, the radiations from which 
must be sent out through space. It is not 
a wild dream to say that we may yet heas 
on this earth a thunder-storm in the sun, 
or even communicate by telephone with 
the planet Mars.

A Glimpse Into the Li‘e of General Neal 
Dow—He Is the Father o' the Fa- 
mous Maine Liquor Law. 


The Independent Order of Good Templars 
in Atlanta met in their hall last night on 
Broad street, where they celebrated the 
ninetieth anniversary of the birthday of 
Neal Dow, the apostle of prohibition. The 
meeting was held under the auspices of 
Fulton lodge, No. 140.

The Apostie of Prohibition. 

The ninetieth anniversary of the birthday 
of General Néal Dow was celebrated yes- 
terday in many of the principa! cities of 
the United States. In the city of New 
York the anniversary was celebrated by a 
national convention of temperance socie- 
ties, at which General Dow himself made 
an address. In the west Mrs. Frances Wil- 
lard had charge of the celebrations, while 
uway out in Oklahoma the Rev. Sam 
W. Small arranged for a territorial mass 
meeting, to honor the great reformer. 
Messts. Samuel Dickie and John P. S&t. 
John, both leaders in the prohibition move- 
ment, took part in the western meetings. 

General Neal Dow, the apostle of pro- 
hibition, and the most uncompromising op- 
poser of strong drink, even moderately 
used, was born in Portland, Me., ninety 
years ago. He is the author of the justly 
celebrated Maine law, which prohibits the 
sale of intoxicating drinks in the scate of 
Maine under severe penalties. This law, 
of which General Dow is the fgther, has 
been in operation since 1851. General Dow 
acquired his title by reason being 
placed in command of a_ brigade 
of volunteers during the late war 
between the states. He was taken a pris- 
oner at or near Fort Hudson, in 1863. He is 
more temperate in the cause of his longevity 
than sume of his enthusiastic followers. To 
use his own words: ; 

“I am sure that I should not be alive 
und well today, if I had been a drunkard, 
or even one of those regular or irregular 
tipplers known as moderate drinkers. My fa- 
ther lived to be ninety-five and he was a tem- 
perate man, too, being an orthodox mem- 
ber of a very devout Quaker community. 
All my ancestors have enjoyed a hale oid 
ag>, and therefore, frankly, 1 may say that 
Il cwe my longevity quite as much to in- 
heritance as to any good habits 1 possess.” 

It is not generally known that Ceneral 
Dow began nis wcrkK against the sale and 
proauction of whisky in anger. A saloon 
Keeper is said to have offendea hii on a cer- 
tain occasion, when he declared war not 
only on tne immediate saloon keepers of the 
Vicinity, but against whisky in general in 
ail parts of the country. He has been fight- 
ing for prohibition now nearly seventy years 
and it is forty-three years since the Maine 
law went into effect. In 1856 this famous 
law was repealed, but two years later, the 
people came to the conclusion that they 
nac made a mistake and ever since that 
time it has been in force and effect. 

As stated, prohibition in Maine is due 
to the single remark of one saloon keeper. 
The story is told how that, some ten years 
before General Vow became mayor of Port- 
land in lsd/7, the wife of a tmend came to 
him begging that he would speak wfth her 
husband, wno was in danger ot losing his 
lucrative positio.a on account of the neglect 
of his duties due to dissipation. He pleaded 
with the man in vain. Finaliy, he weni to 
the saloon where he drank, explained the 
Situation to the owner and received as a 
reply: 

“hat don’t make any difference to me. 
My business is to seil liquor. What do 
I care about what becomes of the trellows 
that drink it?’ 

“By heaven, you shall care!’’ Mr. Dow 
exclaimed, bringing his fist down upon the 
bar with a thump. “I shall see that neither 
you or any other scoundrel has the right 
to keep 4 place like this!’’ 

com that time to the time when he saw 
the cnd accomplished, General Dow did not 
cease to wage war seven days in the week 
for the cause which he considered the no- 
blest of all. He was then in the bloom 
ot manhood. His body was strong and vig- 
orous. He took the stump and straightway 
became one of the eloquent orators of the 
ante bellum period. 

General Dow is still in good health. His 
shoulders are as square as those of the 
soldier on dress parade. He waiks 
without difficulty... His hair still lingers 
in long wisps, which are now snow white, 
like his flowing side whiskers. His great 
Roman nose well sets off a rugged counte- 
nance. There is no halting when he speaks, 
and the grasp of his hand is as firm as if he 
were buc fitty. His mind is clear and his 
eyes bright and piercing. He takes great 
delight in conversation.

FORTUNES IN VOICES. 


Sums That Great Singers Have Made 
by Their Work. 


The amounts that have been paid to fa- 
mous sopranos, tenors, contraltos and basses 
that have appeared from time to time 
above the musical horizon sound well-nigh 
fabulous, says Chambers’s Journal, and are 
not a little interesting to consider. To go 
back to the early days of the last century 
and to the early days of the Italian opera 
in this country. Mrs. Catherine Tofts, its 
first lady interpreter in England, claimeg@ 
high salaries at the theater in Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields. She drew considerably over $3,000 
for a season, and at one time she was sing- 
ing for $100 a night—high terms in 1708. 

In 1768 Gabrielli. one of the most beauti- 
ful of women and magnificent of sopranos, 
demanded 56,000 ducats salary from Cather- 
ine II, of Russia. The empress objected 
that it was larger than the pay of a field 
marshal. ‘‘Then let your field marshals sing 
for you,” retorted Cabrielli, as Caffarelli 
had replied before under like circumstances. 

That phenomenal soprano, Agujari, was, 
in 1775 paid $500 a night for two songs af 
the London Pantheon concerts—an im- 
mense salary in those days. 

Malibran was engaged by Mr. Alfred 
Bunn for nineteen nights at $625 per night, 
payahle inadvance. Singing at Drury Lane, 
in #@ngtish opera, in 1833, she received 80,000 
francs _($16,000) for forty representations, 
with two benefits, which produced not less 
than 60,000 francs ($10,000). Two years later, 
at the opera in ndon, she drew $10,875 
for twenty-four appearances. S$8uch sums 
were paid to her at the English provincial 
festivals as had never before been heard of, 
and «at La Scala she received nearly $90,000 
for 185 performances. 

In 1833 Mario was offered $300 a month 
for his first appearance, though this was 
of course, largely the result of his ro- 
mantic History. Ibino’s salary at Covent 
Garden in 7 was raised from $2,500 to 
$10,000 the day after her first appearance, 
singing, as she was, against Jennie Lind, 
at the opposition house. Sontag was paid 

0,000 for a season of six months at Her 
Majesty’s theater in 1849, 

Rubini, who began his career at thir- 
teen years of age by sin ing, for 5 francs, 
an air in a new drama ¥ ambeti, made 
immense sums later life, realizing $10,- 
000 at one concert in’ St. Petersburg. Un- 
like Mario and Mara, who both died in ¢om- 
parative poverty, Rubini saved large sums 
and left behind him one of the largest 
ere ever amassed on the operatic 
stage. 

Jennie Lind was naturally paid enormous 
sums in the course of her triumphant ca- 
reer. During a tour of two years through 
the states, commenced in 1850, she made 
$100,000, gaining a husband as well. 

These pecuniary traditions are adequate- 
ly preserved by at least two present-day 
singers, to whom a hundred or two for a 
concert is an ordinary sum—Mme. Patti 
and Mme. Albani. It is current Knowledge 
that the usual terms of the former are 
$4,000 per concert in London and $2,000 in the 
provinces. Mme. Patti lately refused an 
offer of a tour in at the remuner- 
ation of $6,006

In the trial of a claim case involving the 
title to an undivided one-fifth of a tract of 
land, the claim having been filed by the 
wife of the defendant in a mortgage fi. fa., 
it was error to reject, when offered by 
the plaintiffs in fi. fa., a deed older than 
the mortgage, which deed was made by 
the husband under the provisions of section 
1959 et seq. of the Code, conveying the en- 
tire tract for the purpose of securing a 
debt to another creditor, there being in the 
deed an entry signed by the wife in these 
words: “After having been made acquaint- 
ed with the contents of the foregoing deed, 
and being fully informed of its purpose and 
the object intended to be accomplished 
thereby, I, Sallie L. Payne, do hereby vol- 
untarily and of my own free will and ac- 
cord consent thereto.” It was also error 
to reject a deed, made before the execu- 
tion of the mortgage, by which this other 
creditor reconveyed without warranty, save 
as to himself, his heirs, executors and 
administrators, the tract of land in ques- 
tion to the husband alone; and also to re- 
ject evidence tending to show that after 
the mortgage was executed the wife had 
applied for a homestead in the tract as the 
prcperty of her husband, it appearing that 
the wife had inherite an un- 
divided one-fifth of the land from her 
father’s estate, but that she and her hus- 
band had lived upon it together for many 
years. The evidence in question, while not 
sufficient to absolutely estop the wife from 
asserting title against the executors of the 
mortgage, was admissible in determining 
the question of title made by the issue in 
the claim case.

Editor Constitution—Today, two weeks 
ago, I wrote a card and handed it to your 
paper, in reply to a card published by 
Thomas H. Morgan (of the firm of Bruce 
& Morgan, architects) with reference to the 
letting of the contracts for building the 
engine houses in the fourth and seventh 
wards. For some reason, my communica- 
tion did not appear. A large number of my 
friends have written and spoken to me, 
since Mr. Morgan’s card appeared, desiring 
to know why I had not replied to the 
intimations contained in his card, and have

allow me, at this late date, to present to 
the public the reasons why my bid for the 
constriction of those engine houses was 
set aside and the award, after manipula- 
tion by Mr. Morgan, was given to another 
at an increased expenditure of nearly $1,000 
in excess of my bid. 

Mr. Morgan, in his card published March 
3d, in reply to my card of the day before, 
attempts to give the facts in the case, and 
states that ‘‘when it was found that M. F., 
Cuiver & Co. were the lowest bidders, the 
board of firemasters were not inclined to 
award tnem the work, for various reasons.”’ 
Now, whether this is true or not, 1 am 
unable to say; but I do not believe that 
any official wno has no personal interest 
in the matter, outside of the weifare of the 
trust in hand, entertained any opinion or 
allowed any influence to govern nim that 
would tend to increase, unnecessarily, the 
expenditures in a matter of this kind, unless 
misied or misinformed. 

I was prepared and did sug- 
gest the names of several entlemen 
who would go the security of M. T. Culver 
& Co., in a bond for $6,000, that the work 
vontemplated would be satisfactorily ex- 
ecuted. Mr. Morgan objected to them be- 
cause they were in a certain line of busi- 
ness. 

I never submitted any bond to the fire 
masters. Indeed, no bond was ever prepar- 
ed. I Simply suggested the names of cer- 
tain gentlemen who I had then and have 
now every reason tc believe would become 
the bondsmen of M. T. Culver & Co., for 
the completion of said contract, in accord- 
ance with its terms. If any objection had 
been made other than the gentlemen’s 
names submitted were in a line of business 
objectionable to Mr. Morgan, I could have 
submitted other names equality responsible. 
ahe tax collector certiiied that the gentle- 
men submitted were worth in real estate 
at least $20,000 to cover a $6,000 bond. It is 
true that they were all engaged or inter- 
ested in the liquor trade. 

Our bid was declared oft by the board of 
fire masters, and the bid of Mr. Wagner 
was substituted as is stated, because it was 
the best and most available. 

Culver & Co.'s bid was $9,868, the next low- 
est bidder was Mr. McGilvary, at $10,528, 
and Mr. Wagner's bid was $10,0s/. Quite a 
difference in the three bids! I was satisfied

The other day when they reported their 
bill to the world and were caught stock 
gambling in Wall street about the same 
time, they fell heir to such kicks and cuffs 
and buffets from press and from public 
that several of them, like Raccoons Vest 
and McPherson, have been in a daze ever 
since. No one can get a word out of 
them and just where they are trending at 
this silent time no one may clearly tell. 
They appear to have dived and we'll have 
to wait until they come to the surface 
to breathe before we can either locate or 
Shoot. The deathlike stillness which just 
now pertains to this outfit of finance in- 
clines nervous natures to expect the worst. 
It is remarkable when one pauses to consid- 
er it, that the attitude of our senate right 
now is that of protectionists who very re- 
luctantly give the public a low tariff on 
any item and will not then make it any 
lower than the public compels. There are 
low tariff men like Mills and Jones, of 
Arkansas, in the senate democracy, but 
Such gentry as vest and Vilas-and Mc- 
Pherson and Gorman and Brice and Hill 
and Murphy and even Voorhees act for all 
the world like men in the pay of monopoly 
and who were willing to rob and steal for 
their protected masters in a tariff way 
anything~which the ringsters might point 
to and the people didn’t actually stand 
ready to shed their blood to defend. If 
these minions of monopoly leave anything 
on the free lisé they -will do it because they 
can’t help themselves. They would destroy 
the income tax like wolves if they dared. 
if ever the world met a lot of protection 
robbers loose on the senate highway it’s 
the outfit whose names are recited above. 
One thing which worries these robber tariff 
democrats right now is that with 40 cents 
on iron and coal and 1 cent on sugar, not 
to mention their other changes in faver 
of ring larcenies and a steal from the peo- 
ple, their bill will produce some $50,000,000 
too much money. And these beggars know 
it. It is this which Keeps them holed in 
their burrows so long out of honest sight 
and hearing. . 

Carlisle reported at the beginning of the 
year that the probable deficit July 1, 1894, 
would be $28,000,000. Subsequently, when 
shown by Havemeyer that the threat of a 
big deficit was needed to put a tariff on 
sugar, Carlisle was weakly mendacious 
enough to declare that he had made a mis- 
take and that the deficit was to be $78,000,000. 
But the democrats in the senate, no mat- 
ter what they might wish or desire in the 
premises, knew this $78,000,000 deficit story 
to be the’ lie it is. And they know their bill 
as drawn will overproduce revenue to the 
government from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
This dark secret is what just now bids 
these people pause. Subsequently tariff and 
revenue history will within the year un- 
mask them for the plunderers that they 
are. No wonder Bynum, whose heart was 
never for an income tax and who sup- 
ported it through fear, wanted, with Cock- 
ran and that other valuable democrat, 
Stevens, of Massachusetts, to report the 
income tax proposition alone and by itself.

Wonders of Ancient Glass Blowing. 


The glass blowers of ancient Thebes are 
known to have been equally as prodvient in 
that particular art as is the most scientific 
craftsman of the same trade of «he present 
day, after a lapse of forty centuries of so- 
calle. progress. They were well acquainted 
with the art of staining glass, and are 
Known to have produced that commodity 
in great profusion and perfection. Rosselli- 
ni gives an illustration of a piece Of stained 
glass known to be 4,000 years old which dis- 
played artistic taste of high order, toth in 
cieih ANw design. ‘

It has been shown rnat Lesides 
being experts in Sle@smuking and co'cring 
they alzo used the diamond in cuc‘ing and 
engraving. in the British Museum there is 
a beautiful piece of stained elass with an 
engraved emblazonment of te monarch 
Thothmes III, who lived 3,400 Years ago.
